DR. PRITCHARD DISSENTS 


Physician First. Attending 
Holds That the Others 
Made a Mistake. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Three physi- 
cians who are attending Baron Komura, 
the chief of the Japanese peace envoys, 
decided today that the Baron has ty- 
phoid fever. 

His intended return trip <o Japan via 
Seattle tomorrow has been postponed 
and nurses were hastily summoned to 
his apartments in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel today. , 

The Baron's temperature was 102 de- 
grees today and he was said to be very 
fll, though only in the first stages of the 
fever. 

The decision as to his illness was 
reached after a consultation of Drs. 
Francis P. Delafield, George Brewer and 
W. B. Pritchard. 

After the consultation one of Baron 
Komura's physicians, Dr. W. B. Pritch- 
ard, announced that he disregarded the 
diagnosis that the Japanese statesman 
is suffering from typhoid fever. The 
typhoid fever diagnosis, he said, was 
made by Dr. Delafield, who was es- 
pecially summoned here from Virginia 
today to give an opinion on the case. 
Dr. Pritchard’s' own diagnosis is as 
follows: 


“My original opinion was that the 
Baron was suffering from inflamed gall 
bladder and I still hold to that opinio 
There is nothing serious in the Baron’ 3 
condition now, or at any rate this 
morning.’ 

When ‘Dr. Delafield was shown the 
statement he still held to the typhoid 
theory, but refused to discuss the case 
further.

ENDS HER LIFE 
BESIDE BODY OF 
LUVED UNCLE 


Miss Georgie Taylor Commits 
Suicide Within Few Hours 
After Relative Dies, 


BODY LAY IN NEXT ROOM 
“Now That Uncle Is Dead,” 
She Said, “I Do Not Care 
to Live and Will Die.” 


TO BE DOUBLE FUNERAL 


Efforts of Physicians to Save 
Woman Are Futile—Dies 
Within Few Minutes. 


Grief-stricken because of the death of 
her uncle with whom she had lived 
since she was a small child, Miss Geor- 
gia Taylor, aged 3, ended her life by 
taking carbolic acid Wednesday at the 
home, 1837 Carr street, where the dead 
body of her uncle, James Smith, lay. 
Mr. Smith died at 6 a. m., aged 60 
years, erysipelas being the cause of 
death. 

Walking into the room where Mrs. 
John L, Bittinger, -~wife of former Rep- 
resentative Bittinger of St. Joheph, and 
sister of Mr. Smith, was sitting with 
Mrs. Smith, the widow, Miss Taylor 
said: 

“I don’t care to live now that uncle 


is dead, I am goin to die.” 
As she said this she fell to the floor, 


and the women noticed traces of the 
acid about her month. She had left 
them but a moment before, going to 
the kitchen. While gone she had 
drained a two-ounce bottle of ,carbolic 
acid. 

Aid Unavailing. 

Mrs. Bittinger, running for a physi- 
cian, met Policemen Ferie and Collins 
near the house. The patrolmen brought 
Dr. L. A. P. Meyer, 1117 North Nine- 
teenth street, and Dr. Everett Hill, 1105 
North Nineteenth street. Although they 
arrived at the house within five minutes 
after the acid was taken the physicians 
wére unable to do anything for the vic- 
tim. She died within fifteen minutes. 

Mrs. Mary Potter, mother of Miss 
Taylor, died a few years ago. Shortly 
after the death of Mr. Smith, Miss 
Taylor was in the confectionery store 
of W. A. Kruger, at Carr and Mine- 
teenth streets, talking to Mrs. Kruger. 

“I cannot bear to see my uncle car- 
ried from the house {ike mother was,’ 


she said. “‘He was so dear to me and 
he loved me so that 1 vannet endure the 


thought of his death.”’ 


Miss Taylor had been hysterical al! 
morning, and her condition became 
worse when Undertaker Paschedag ar- 
rived at the house. 

The funeral of Miss Taylor and Mr. 
Smith will. be held at the same time at 
the home. His body will be taken to 
Kimswick, Mo., for interment, while 
Miss Taylor's will be buried here.

Police Believe Victim Man of 
Means—Clothing Torn 
in Struggle.

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Evidence of a 
murder for revenge was found today 
when the body of an unidentified man 
was recovered from the river at the 
Randolph street bridge. There were 
three knife wounds in the dead man’s 
head. A buttonhole of his vest was 
torn as if his watch chain had been 
jerked away. In a pocket of the cloth- 
ing was found a card with the words, 
“I'll get even,’’ written on it. 

The body evidently had been in the 
water three weeks. It was clothed in a 
tailor-made suit of The 
police believe from the papers found in 
the pockets the man was a stranger in 
the city. The initials ‘“‘C. M.” were 
found on the waistband of-his shirt. A 
ragged knife cut was shown over the 
man’s right eye. he other two stab 
wounds were in the back of the head. 
All three wounds evidently were made 
by a heavy-bladed knife and penetrated 
the bone into the brain. Any one, it is 
believed, would have proved fatal. 

Besides the torn buttonhole in the 
vest, the left lapel of the coat exhibited 
a sign of violence in a long rent. The 
man wore no necktie, and the police be- 
lieve it was torn from-him in a struggle 
tiwh the man who killed him, 

: he dead man was apparently 60 years 
old, 5 feet 8 inches tall and weighd 180 
pounds. From the man’s appearance 
the police believe he was a person of 
means, probably a. business man in a 
country town. 

The murder squad was put in posses- 
sion of all the facts and detectives are 
now at work upon the case. An in- 
quest is in progress.

Sentimental Girl’s Effort to Die 
Stirs Town of Litch- 
field. 


STORY OF A QUARREL 


Wrote Letters to Suitors, Went 
Home Whistling and 
‘Shot Herself. 


“CAN'T RETURN LOVE” 


Physicians Battle for Her Life 
—OQften Visited St. 


Louis. 


“You can show how you loved me 
by placing a white wreath on my cof- 
fin.” 

The story of pretty Lela Scherer, 
the 15-year-old girl of Litchfield, IIL. 
who shot herself below the heart aft- 
er writing letters to three suitors, one 
of which contained the above para- 
grapa, is being told and retold in the 
pretty town which is her home. 

Litchfield is 57 miles from St. Louis 
and closely connected with it by the 
Big Four, Illinois Central and Wabash 
railways. Léla Scherer was well known 
in St. Louis as well as in Litchfield, 
having frequently visited her uncle, 
L. H. Scherer of 721 Walton avenue. 

Phys‘cians who have battled for her 
life since she snot herself Monday 
night have faint hope of saving it, 
She is, however, all the time conscious, 
and talks with her family and friends. 


Mother Heard Shot. 
The only explanation she offers for 


her deed is, “I don’t know why I did 
it. I must have been crazy.” 

Her friends; however, tell low she 
had quarreled w:th one admirer, fhen 
slipped away from home an hour be- 
fore shooting herself ta_write three 
letters telling of her unhappy love af- 
faits; how she had .returned home 
whistling and a moment later her 
mother had heard a pistol shot and 
found the girl, smoking pistol still in 
hand, lying on a bed. 

Letters which she mailed just before 
she attempted suicide, leave no doubt 
that disappointment in love affairs 


prompted her. 
Letters Intercepted. 

Two of these letters, addressed to 
young men in Litchfield, were intercept- 
ed at thé Postoffice\by her father. 

The third, addressed to a young man 
living in Indiana, was speeding on its 
way before Mr. Scherer reached the 
Postoffice. The name of the man to 
whom this letter was addressed is “Ar- 
thur Wilson, but the town in Indiana 
where he lives is not known. Lela 
will not enlighten her parents on that 
point. 

Bert Athlone and Mart Kinsella, to 
whom the other two letters were ad- 
dressed, could not be found in Litch- 
field. Athlone lives in the heart 
of the town, not far from the Scherer 
home. Kinsella’s home is about six miles 
northwest of Litchfield. 

From the tenor of the two intercepted 
letters it seems that both young men 
were in love with Lela. 

Love Unrequited. 

To Kinsella she wrote: “3 could 
muever return your leve,” while in the 
letter to Athlone, which is almost 
the same as the other, appears the 
pussaye. “You can show how you 
loved me by placing a white wreath 
on my coffin.” 

Until a few hours 
the bullet into her body she dia 
not display the slightest indication 
that she was contemplating suicide. She 
was one of the happiest and jolliest 
girls in Litchfield. All who know her 
—~and there are few in Litchflelad who 
do not—remark that her face was con- 
tinually a wreath of smiles, 

Monday morning she went downtown 
and met Bert Athlone, who was con- 
sidered by Lela'’s parents as her 
eweethbeart, and after spending the 
forenoon with him she returned home 
for lunch 

Athlone escorted her as far as her 
gate. The couple chatted earnestly for 
nearly a half hour, acecording~ to Mrs. 
Scherer, who was watching her daugh- 
ter from the yard, before the girl en- 


tered the house. 
After lunch Lela put on “ber 


hat and telling her mother that she was 
going back to town, started for the door. 

“No, you won't,” exclaimed Mrs. 
Scherer, stepping between the door and 
her daughter “You've béen going down- 
town too much of late.”

George B. Carstarphen, chief bank 
clerk in the Secretary of State’s of-

State banks are examined about once 
a year, Carstarphen testified; never 
oftener than that, because of the lim- 
ited force of examiners. 

Reconciliation Sheets. . 

Witness certified to the blank recon- 
ciliation or tally sheets used by the 
bank examiners in verifying the report 
of the bank examined with that of its 
correspondents, or outside banks. The 
shect was sent to outside banks when 
the inspection was made, provided no 
repor: from. the correspondent was on 
file at the bank under examination. It 
was custemary for an examiner not to 
send out the reconciliation sheet if the 
bank was examined in the early part 
of the month and the report of the 
correspondent for the previous month 
was on file. This was done, witness 
said, for the purpose of facilitating ex- 
aminations. 

It was the duty of bank examiners, 
witness said, to report.all discrepancies 
to the Secretary of State. 

“The general instructions to bank ex- 
aminers were to make an immediate re- 
pert when a bank was believed to be in 
an insolvent condition,’ said Carstar- 
phen, 

Inspector Bunce, Carstarphen testl- 
fied, had an unusually large territory 
to cover and the number of banks 
therein kept on increasing at a greater 
rate in Southwest Missouri than else- 
where. Bunce was given additional 
banks to examine by his own request, 

Salmon & Salmon Bank. 

Witness was then questioned In refer- 
ence to the examination of the Salmon 
& Salmon Bank made by Inspector 
Bunce in 1902 He cafled Secretary 
Cook’s attention to the report at that 
time, showing that the cashier of the 
bank and clerical help were not under 
bond and that the bank had made ex- 
eessive loans. These features, witness 
said, were indicated by red ink notations 
which he made on the bank examiner's 
report. 

The letter written to the Salmon &

Institution Under the State Law That ‘‘Its 
Reserve Fund Was Too Low.”’’

CLINTON, Mo., Sept. 13.—The grand 
jury resumed its inquiry today into the 
causes leading up to the disastrous 
Salmon & Salmon Bank failure, Attor- 


/ney-General Hadley and his assistanis 


taking up the thread of investigation 
from the time the ingtitulion is repost- 
ed to“have been hari pressed for funds 
nearly 20 years ago. 

State Bank Exaniiner It. M. Cook oc- 
cupied the attention of the inquisitorial 
body during the greater part of yester- 
day and again last night. The jury will 
continue to hold night sessions until 3 
partial report is mads to Circuit Judge 
Denton. 

Important developnients are expected | 
at any time. Mr. Cook was urmed with 
documents showing the condition of the 
bank since 1895, when the law governing 
the examination of State banking insti- 
tutions was passed by the Missouri 
Legislature. 

Prior, to that time no supervision 
whatever was exercised by the State, 
creditors and depositors depending en- 
tirely on regular legal proceedings, call- 
ing for the appointment of a receiver 
to ascertain the exact conditions of any 
bank believed to be in an insolvent con- 
dition. 

In pursuance of the requirements of 
the new statute, which provided for the 
appointment of four inspectors to act 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
State, Gordon Jones, appointed by Mr. 
Lesueur, then State Secretary, visited 
Clinton June 6, 1896, and proceeded to 
make a,thorough investigation of the 
Salmon & Salmon bank affairs. 

Striking Facts Revealed. 

Mr. Jones spent two days at his task 
and at the conclusion of that time sub- 
mitted his report to Secretary of State 
Lesueur, which revealed these striking 
facts: 

1, An overdraft of George M. Casey, 
known throughout the Southwest as 
“Cattle King’’ Casey, amounting to $51,- 
743.55, concerning which Examiner 
Jones made this comment: . 

“IT observe in the evidence of Messrs. 
Salmon and Casey (the replies to Jones’ 
questions relative to the bank’s condi- 
tion) ‘that this overdraft is always de- 
ducted from the deposits of the bank 
and not listed as an overdraft when 
they publish their statement.’ 

2. The total amount of the bank’s 
loans at the close of business June 6, 
1896, was $549,323.55 and the aggregate of 
the overdrafts, $64,304. At the same 
time the entire deposits of the bank 
fodted up $508,000, or $41,000 less than the 
loan account, and the overdrafts exceed- 
ed the capital stock of the bank by 
$14, 304. 

3. The sum of $338,627.88 was loaned 
out by the bank on paper made and in- 
dorsed by the Caseys and Salmons and 
the Concho Cattle Co., in which the 
indorsers owned a majority interest. 

4. No daily statements of the bank's 
‘condition were then prepared by the of- 
ficlals or officers of the bank. 

5. Under the heading “officers of the 
bank,”’ which called for the report as 
to the personnel of the institution, Mr. 
Jones made this written comment: 

“Whoever has charge of the internel 
affairs of this bank together with keep- 
up this paper (referring to the excessive 
loans) “is either grossly -negligent or 
utterly incapable.”’ 

6. The value of the bank building 
was listed among the assets of the 
bank at $5000 more than its actual 
worth, 

7. “The rserve fund of the bank is 
entirely too low,"’ wrote Mr. Jones in 
his report. He then listed the reserve 
fund at $2847.16 and the amount of cash 
on hand at $8095.99 a total of $10,943.14. 
This represented all the money the 
bank actually had in hand in June, 
1896. 

8. Under the head of bonds and stock 
the bank listed as assets $10,000 in the 
stock of the Concho Cattle Co. 

“I don't think much of this stock,’’ 
commented Inspector Jones, “as the 
company is operated by the same per- 
sons who own the bank and are inter- 
ested in the promotion of the cattle 
company’s business.’’ 

5. In summing up his conclusions In- 
spector Jones said that he had talked 
with Dr. Salmon in regard to the 
bank's affairs, but the doctor was ‘‘un- 
able to tell him how much he and his 
brother owed or indorsed for outside 


the bank.”’ 

10. Staggering under its burden of obli- 
gations, the Salmon & Salmon Bank, 
through Thomas M, Casey, in response 
to Secretary Lesueur'’s communications, 
requested more time in which to com- 
ply with the State’s requirements, put- 
ting off the matter from time to time 
until finally in January, 1897, Mr. Le- 
sueur was assured that most of his de- 
mands had been satisfied. 


Grand Jury Investigating. 
The manner in which the adverse con- 
ditions noted above were overcome is 
now being investigated by the grand 


jury. 
It appears that the communications 
signed ‘‘Salmon & Salmon,”’ addressed to 


the Secretary of State in the latter part 
of 1896, are in the handwriting of ‘'hom- 
as M. Casey, who was made manager 
of the bank by Dr. Salmon in the 
spring of 1396. 

In the course of one of these letters 
acknowledgment is freely meade that 
the criticisms passed on the hank’s 
methods and the condition of its loans 
and reserve fund are ‘‘just and reason- 
able.’* 

Concerning the heavy_ loans, a letter 
under date of Aug. 15, 1896, from Salmon 
& Salmon to Secretary Lesueur, coa- 
tained the following: 

“In this connection we wish to state 
in justice to the Caseys as well as to 
ourselves that their long past due paper 
was given for stock in cattle companies, 
in which we are largely interested, the 
understanding being that such notes 
should be paid out of the income from 
such stock. we holding the stock as 
collateral, which makes the notes goo. 

"There have been payments on these 
notes from time to time and we shouid 
have had large credits thereon, ariging 
from dividends which have been de- 
layed pending a settlement with a party 
whe had a contingent interest in one 
of the companies. 

“Tt is tras that our reserve fund was 
at the date of the examination and siil| 
is entirely too low. As bearing on Luis 
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expiration of this time the 
bank asked for 30 days more time, urg- 
ing a8 @ reason that it was impossibie 
to raise money on the cattle then held 
as collateral. 

On Nov. 13, 1896, a further delay was 
entailed by the bank's crippled condi- 
tion and its evident inability, according 
to the bank management's own ad 
sions, to secure the funds necessary to 
straighten out its affairs. 

Jan, 897, the bank reported the re- 
serve fund amounted to $93,000, while 
the overdrafts had been reduced to 
$2991.11. The amount of the excessive 
loans, according to one of the bank’s 
letters to the retary of State, had 
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convicted and hanged for the murder 
of this girl.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 13.—Dr.. W. 8. 
Thompson of Armstrong and Dr. J. T. 
Thatcher of Oregon, members of a spe- 
cial committee of the State Board of 
Health, appointed to investigate typhoid 
fever conditions in Columbia, arrived 
here this morning. 

Dr. Robert H. Goodyear of Hannibal 
is expected to join them this evening. 


' They were met by Acting President 


John C. Jones of Missouri State Uni- 
versity, Dr. A. W. McAllister, dean of 
the medical school; Dr, James Gordon 
and Dr. Stanley Smith, Mayor of Co- 
lumbia. 

They were driven direct to the city 
waterworks, and after finishing an ex- 
amination of the city’s water supply 
will make a general sanitary inspec- 
tion. 

“We hope to complete our investiga- 
tion in time to make our report tomor- 
row or Friday,’’ said Dr. Thompson. 

“If we find that conditions are such 


’ that students or others coming to Co- 


lumbia are in danger, we will so state 
in our report. If this is as safe as other 
towns of its size in the State, we will 
announce that fact.”’ 

What Investigation Shows. 

Investigation on this, the second day 
of the University semester, by a oPst- 
Dispatch reporter, has shown these con- 
ditions: 

This city, with 8000 inhabitants, to 
which a student population of 200 is 
goon to be added, has approximately 60 
cases of typhoid fever. 

One death, that of a negro boy, has 
been caused by this disease. Of these 
60 cases 2% aré in the south part of

RATTLERS FOLLOW HIS 
CALL, LIKE PUPPIES 


Wisconsin Snake Hunter Has Trained. Young Reptiles to Fol- 
low Him on Pleasure Strolls, Much to Annoy- 
ance of His Neigwbors. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TREMPLBAU, Wis., Sept. 13.—Hunt- 
ing rattlesnakes for their skins has fur- 
nished a new and hazardous occupation 
for many men who reside among the 
hills and rocky bluffs of the Upper 
Missouri Valley, where the rattler at- 
tains perfection as to size and color. 
The snake must be taken alive and de- 
capitated before he has an opportunity 
to strike himself, for once the deadly 
poison is injected the skin loses luster 
and value. 

The price paid for perfect tanned skins 
is about $1 each, and in addition the 
oil obtained from the snake commands 
a high price from its supposed value 
as a cure for rheumatism and kindred 
diseases. Each rattler captured alive 
means about $1.50 to the hunter. 

Among the most successful hunters is 
Alfred Johnson of this place, who pos- 
segses many large and beautiful skins. 
His latest capture was nearly seven feet 
long and carried 19 rattles. Mr. John- 
son has succeeded in domesticating a 
large number of young rattlers, which 


allow him to handle them as he will 
and follow at his call like well-trained 
puppies. 

The idea occurred to Mr. Johnson 
that by obtaining small snakes and get- 
ting them accustomed to his presence 
he could largely increase his profits and 
reduce the hazards of his occupation. 
Following out this reasoning he has 
now a colony of nearly 30 rattlers, all 
of which seem to bid him a welcome 
whenever he appears, but they have no 
welcome for strangers. 

On bright, sunshiny afternoons Mr. 
Johnson and his snakes -may be seen 
taking a stroll in the vicinity of his 
home, and it is needless to add that 
they are given entire possession of the 
immediate neighborhood and are un- 
disturbed. In fact, these outings are 
becoming the source of considerable 
complaint from citizens who fail to. see 
any attraction in the colony, and the 


probabilities are that he will soon be 
obliged to seek a more secluded spot 
for his snake farm.

Mayor Smith’s Statement. 

A statement has been issued by Dr. Stanley 
Smith, Mayor of Columbia, as follows: 

In View of the exaggerated and misleading 
reports which have gone broadcast in regard 
to the alleged unsanitary condition in Colum- 
bia, I deem it my duty to make a plain state- 
ment of facts. That there have been a num- 
ber of cases of typhoid fever during the past 
summer is not to be denied, but that there has 
been or is an epidemic of the- disease or that 
it exists in any malignant form I deny, and 
in corroboration of this denial I append the 
following statement of the principal practicing 
physicians of this community: 

“We the undersigned physicians, residing in 
Columbia, Mo., and in active practice, state 
it as our belief that there is not now and has 
not been during the past year any epidemic of 
typhoid fever in Columbia. While there has 
been some cases of fever in mild form. there 
has been but ome death, and there has not 
been enough cases to warrant the apprehen- 
sion that there would be any hazard of con- 
tracting the disease to any students coming 
to attend the Institutions of learning in this 
city et this time.

“R. A. WATSON, M. D. 
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There is not, in my judgment, or in that

BULLET THROUGH BRAIN 


In Spite of This Wound Ed- 
wardsville Man Is Conscious 
Some of the Time. 


Mrs. Henry Seip of Edwardsville is 
Watching at the bedside of her husband 
and nursing him faithfully and at same 
‘ime justifying her sister, Mrs. Josepfi- 
ine Maze, who shot him. 

When Seip fell with a _ bullet hole 
through his head from the revolver of 
Mrs. Maze it did not take Mrs. Seip 
long to decide on her attitude. She 
considered that Mrs. Maze had shot 
Seip in defense of both of them and 
she could not blame her sister. At the 
same time the man who had been shot 
was her husband and, although she had 
been driven from home by his mistreat- 
ment, she deemed it her duty to nurse 
him. 

Leaving her husband's bedside for a 
moment Tuesday afternooh Mrs. Seip 
said: “Josephine did right. He would 
not leave when she ordered him to do 
so. When she came out with the re- 
volver he grabbed at it. If she had not 
shot him one or both of us would have 
been beaten up and perhaps killed. 
‘"My husband mistreated me and drove 
me from home, but now that he is in 
@ critical condition and needs my serv- 
iees I will do everything that I can 


for him."’ 

The surgeons are astonished that Seip 
stili lives. The bullet struck him be- 
tween the eyes and passed entirely 
through his head. Almost invariably 
sueh a wound causes instant death, but 
at no time since he wag shot has Seip’s 
pulse been above normal.

It was estimated during the last min- 
ers’ srike hat through HNmiting the sup- 
ply, advancing the freights and raising 
the price per ton the Coal Trust has 
already extracted more than §$200,000 000 
from the consumers in excess of a fair 
market price. 

The conéession to the men in the last 
strike amounted to 10 per cent in wages 
and a reduction in the price of pow- 
der, entailing an expenditure of $8,700.- 
0 on the trust. This amounted to 
about 16 cents a ton. 


Trust. Increases Prices. 


To the middlemen, however, the trust 
increased the price 60 cents a ton, or 
$27,000,000, and the price of the com- 
modity now 25 eents a ton higher 
than before the last strike. 

When the strike comes, in spite 
their enormous surplus, it is quite 
ly that the trust will tack an extra 
dollar to the present price. One-half of 
this amount, according to expert calcu- 
lation, will reimburse the coal roads for 
whatever loss they may sustain through 
diminished revenue, the loss of interest 
on capital and the gost of protecting 
and policing their properties.

Another Failure of the Indus- 
try Means a Winter of Pover- 
ty and Death Among the 
Poor but Proud Folk. 


WOMEN PRAY WHILE THE 
MEN VAINLY CAST NETS 


Thousands Dependent Upon 
This Business for Support 
Stunned by Evidence That 
Fish Are Forsaking Bay.

poverty, due -to the failure of their 
main source of income—the sardine fish- 
ery. 

In a score of fishing villages on this 
west coast of brittany women day after 
day kneel before altars blazoned with 
votive candles. On the waters men toil 
through the weary hours with aching 
limbs and «aching hearts. Day after 
day the fishers come wearily home, 
with downcast looks and sorrowful 
faces. The women who have prayed for 
syccess mect them and have no need to 
ask what fortune the day has brought. 
From the wild heights just south 
Ushant to the villages on the HKttoral 
of Spain the same story is told. The 
Bardine fishery is once again a failure. 
The magnitude of the disaster ¢n- 
tailed by the failure of « season may be 
understood from the fact that the value 
of the sardine fishery is annually esti- 
mated at from $3,000,000 to $3,750,000. 
Some estimates place it as high as $5,- 
000,000 under favorable circumstances. 
The two main centers of the industry 
are the beautiful villages of Concar- 
neau and Douranenez. It is scarcely an 
exaggeration to say that every person 
in these little ports is concerned direct- 


of | 


ly or indirectly with the sardine fishery. 
Bach of them equips over 600 fishing 
boats and contributes over 3000 fishers 
to man them. 


Allied Industries. 


These men and their families are, of 
course, the first to be affected by a bad 
season, 

They, however, are doubly hit, for 
their wives and daughters are all em- 
ployed in the stages of the industry 
concerned with the preparation of the 
sardines for export. This work is al- 
most entirely in the hands of women 


and giris. 

Several allied industries are also par~ 
alyzea when the sardine -harvest fails. 
The boxes in which they are sold at the 
grocery shops are made in brittany, 
some in the smaller coast towns, sgine 
in busier centers But the number ol 
boxes made naturally depends upon the 
number of boxes used, and so failure 
here again makes its influence felt. A 
bad year throws thousands of opera- 
tives out of work. 

It is somewhat difficult to realize the 
number of sardines that are taken rrom 
the sea under norma! conditions in a 
favorable season when the fish come 
well into the coast waters and when 
they are plentiful. It has been esti- 
mated that the daily catch along the 
coast will then amount to about 4,000,- 
009 fish a day. The sardine should make 
its appearance off the coast towards the 
end of May. But fishing does not com- 
mence in earnest until the end of June, 
as for the first weeks tne sardines are 
more or less separated, not gathering 
into vast shoals and schools until June 
is nearly out. At the present time the 
harvest should be at its height, and it 
is the failure of the last few weeks 
that has once again driven despir 
bsoadvast among the fishers. 


Pride of the Breton. 


A prosperous season means a winter 
free from the pinch of hunger and the 
grip of cold. A bad season spells dis- 


aster and probably in many cases 
death. For the Breton, poor as 
Lazarus, has the pride of Lucifer. He 
will die in silence, turning his face to 
the wall with a last prayer, but he 
will not seek alms—unless, of course, 
such be his profession—nor will he 
raise his voice to ask for relief. Much 
of a fatalist, he accepts disaster as 
the will of God, neither struggling 
against it nor uttering complaint, but 
just bowing his head mutely when the 
blow falls. 

It is now many years since the first 
fears were aroused that the sardines 
were leaving the Bay of Biscay. These 
fears have gradually grown into cer- 
tainty, and many have been the at- 
tempts made by the French Govern- 
ment to come to the rescue of the 
fisher folk. Some have been aided to 
migrate to the Mediterranean, settling 
in Aigerian villages, near whose waters 
the sardine has made an_ appearance. 
But to the Breton, with’ his fierce, 
burning love of his own land, such set- 
tlement has meant banishment, and 
the experiment cannot be considered 
a success. The Government has gone 
into the question of fishing methods 
and of bait, but it is cogently urged 
that no inngvations in these matters 
can secure the harvests of the sea 
when. the fish themselves fail to come 
to the ‘coast.

Ade’s Newest Comedy, “The

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—There was a 
leak somewhere last night in the well 
of Mr. George Ade’s humor. It failed 
to flow with its accustomed volume and 
freshness in his latest comedy, ‘The 
Bad Samarifan,’’ and though it cannot 
be said to have shown alarming symp- 
toms ot running dry, the big and expect- 
ant audience that had gathered for the 
opening of the Garden Theater's season 
was plainly disappointed. Never did a 
piay have a better chance to succeed 
as far as the temper of the people was 
concerned. They clung to a foriorn nope 
until the last, and even called, on the 
author for a speech, but it was no use. 

It wouid be rank folly for even one of 
Mr. Ade’s most enthusiastic admirers to 
admit that his latest work even ap- 
proached “‘The County Chairman,”’ or 
“The College Widow.’’ But he is entitled 
to a measure of sympathy, for the mark 
he set for himself with his two preced- 
ing comedies was so high that a disap- 
pointmeéent was sure sooner or later to 
come, 

The intent of the new play was to set 
on the stage the denizens of a village 
and then, by bringing them into scenes 
of city and seaside resort life, to de- 
velop their crudeness and peculiarities 
and provide fun at their expense.

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DRIVER THERY TO 
VE UP RACING 


Frenchman Who Has Earned 
Fortune at Auto Contests 
Will Risk Life No More. 


With announcement from Paris 
that Thery positively will not 
drive a car in the Vanderbilt automobile 
cup race oyer the Long Island course, 
also comes the information that the 
great French driver has retired from 
the racing game. 

Driving a racing automobile has made 
Thery wealthy, and with plenty of 
money at his coimmand he has wisely 
decided not to risk his life in any more 
wild scurries up hill and down dale in 
big road races. He has reputation and 
coin and is Satisfied now to let others 
take the chances. It has been said 
without contradiction that Thery’s vic- 
tories, first in French eliminating trials 
and later in the, Bennett, netted him at 
least $60,000 from the car and tire mak- 
ers. Of this $25,000 was realized in the 
trials. As Thery also won the Bennett 
event in 194, when it was run over 
German roads, one can make some sort 
of an estimate of the size of his bank 
account, 

Seven Years a Driver. 

Thery is one of the few who have 
made fortunes out. of the automobile 
racing game. Barney’ Oldfield, racing 
on circular tracks in this country, has 
a fair-sized roll, but he is the excep- 
tion among American drivers. Thery 
followed the game for seven years and 
retires the undisputed road champion 
of the world. He made his debut in 
1898, but it was not until a year later 
that he earned brackets. Then he fin- 
ished second in the automobile race 
around France. He won the Bordeaux- 
Perrigeguz road race, one of the most 
important events in 1900, ang he won 
fifth money in the light vehicle class 
in the Paris-Bordeaux race in 1901. He 
was one of the favorites in the Paris- 
Vienna race.in 1892, but failed to show. 
The same year he started in the Ar- 
dennes race, but met with an accident 
while up in front. He also competed in 
the 1903 Paris-Madfrid raee.

Building Tuesday 
night.

Blames Stifel.

“Jabs have been offered to my friends 
to desert me. Coroner Baron told Ger- 
ghon that he would lose his position if 
he did not vote for Howe. I shajl pay 
no attention to the call for this even- 
ing’s meeting. I will call a meeting 
when it is time for one to be called. 

Mr. Stifel sald Wednesday afternoon: 
“I had nothing to do with the reor- 
ganization.

“Army” Arrested. 

Citizens are so tired looking at 
tramps that Deputy Sheriff Sturdy bore 
down upon Coxey’s army and arrested 
it—revolver, 50 cents and all. 

Tuesday the army was arraigned be- 
fore Justice Julius Behrman. ‘“Gen.’’ 
Coxey was sent to jail at Clayton with 
a charge of carrying a concealed .wea- 
pon against him, and will be given a 
trial Sept. 15. The other 13 were not 
fined, but were given 3 minutes to 
leave town.

MIND OF BLIND, DEAF AND MUTE 
GIRL, WARD OF ILLINOIS, IS NOW 
_ UNFOLDING TO REASON AND SPEECH 


Ten-Year-Old Emma _ Kubicek, 
Whom the State Is Educating, 
Was Bereft of Three Senses 
When Three Years Old—Ua- 
der Patient Teaching She Has 
Now Acquired in Language ot 

_Touch a Vocabulary Aimost as 
Large as That of the Average 
Maa. | 


She Usderstands Music Through 
Feeling the Vibration of Seund 
Waves and Has Learned to 
Dance the Two-Step — Sense 
of Smell So Keen That She 
Can Recegnize Visitor After 
Monaths of Absence — Writes 
and Spelis Correctly oa the 
Typewriter.

JACKSONVILLE, IIl., Sept. 13.—Em- 
Ma Kubicek (pronounced Koo-BE- 
chek) is deaf and blind. 

Until the past summer she was mute 
but now has a speaking vocabulary of 
a dozen words which will enlarge each 
day. 

She is a ward of the State of Illinois. 
The Legislature appropriated at its last 
session §2000 to pay for her maintenance 
and instruction at the Jacksonville (IIl.) 
Institution for the Education of the 
Blind. 


Before this appropriation was made 
she was an inmate of that institution 
and was taught in the kindergarten 
with other little ones who are only 
blind. Now she has a special teacher. 
who is her constant companion, her 
guide, her friend. 

Emma was born at Glen Carbon, 
Madison County, Ill., Jan. 1, 18%. Her 
parents live on a farm between Glen 
Carbon and Edwardsville. They are in- 
dustrious people but are possessed of 
small means. 


When Emma was 3 years old she 
passed through cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, which closed her eyes to all light 
and her ears to all sound. For three 
years thereafter her mind was dormant 
and only her obvious physical wants 


{satisied. Dr. E. W. Fiegenbaum of Ed- 


wardsville brought Yabout her transfer 
to the Jacksonville institution, where 
she was placed. in charge of Mrs. Helen 
R. Jordan, a little, round, joyous, moth- 
erly kindergartener 7 

Mrs. Jordan had been in charge of one 
similar case—Jessie Stewart of Edgar 
County. For all her labor with Jessie 
she obtained small return. This child 
was also a cererbal spinal meningitis 
victim, but her affliction had come when 
she was ten months old, when—as the 
scientific gentlemen tell us—her ‘“‘sense- 
perception”’ was nil and her “imaging 
power"’’ undeveloped. 

Jessie was also ‘deficient in taste and 
smell as well as being deaf, blind and 
mute. Only one sense remained unim- 
paired, the sense of touch. On thfs 
slender base something might have been 
built if Jessie could have had the entire 
time of a skilled devoted teacher. As 
this was denied her the conclusion of 
the experts who voted her uneducable 
and sent her back to her family cannot 
be controverted. There is no case on 
record of a child as deficient as Jessie 
Stewart being awakened to intelligent 
life. 

Her Teacher’s Task. 

With Emma Kubicek the task was 
simpler, though not without its diffi- 
culties. She was at six years old 
developed not at all beyond the period 
of her illness. She was intellectually 
3 years o.d with all of the “spoiled” 
traits of an only or afflicted child. 

She was given wooden beads to string. 
She evinced native _ intelligence by 
stringing them all during the first les- 
son, whereas Jessie Stewart had never 
got beyond the third bead. Emma also 
evinced a rebellious disposition and 
the destructiveness of the normal child 
by unstringing her beads and throwing 
them broadcast about the kindergarten. 

Emma was not an angel child in those 
days. 

A basket of toys was given her but 
she found them uninteresting ang 
plucked them apart wantonly. Then 
ensued a painful contést at the end 
of which Emma realized that throwing 
things and breaking things, was out 
of order. 

Incidentally she was given a ball and 
the letters b-a-l-l were spelled “into her 
hand” in what is commonly called the 
deaf and dumb or manual alphabet. 
The ball was taken away from her and 
when returned the word was spelled 
into her hand again—that Is, the fingers 
of Mrs. Jordan, slowly moving, touched 
the pxlm and fingers of the blind-dear- 
dumb girl. This was repeated thou- 
sands of times, but to give variety, 
aol] was introduced and iron (flatiron), 
bag, Emma, etc. Repetition, patience, 
tact won. She learned that b-a-l-] sig- 
nified ball, learned to fashion the let- 
ters herself, learned that those letters 
were component parts of other names 
for things and most wonderful fact of 
all, learned that every object in her uni- 
verse had a name. Naturally her unj- 
verse was very limited, less limited 
than yours or mine and we cannot go 
very far. 

Her mind opened suddenly and she 
thirsted for knowledge. of words that 
she might communicate impressions, 

An Abnormal Sense of Smell. 

From the beginning of their acquaint. 
ance Mrs. Jordan had noticed that mer- 
ciful nature had abnormally developed 
the child's sense of smell. At first the 
fastidious refinement of the highly ciy-

llized woman warred with her peda- 
gogic philosophy. Even now Mrs. Jor- 
dan feels bound to apologize when Em- 
ma smells a new acquaintance, but she 
need not if all are affected by it as I 
was. 

Mrs. Jordan had spelled my name into 
Emma’s hand and the child reached for 
my hand. I wanted to say something 
kind to her, but lacking knowledge of 
the manual alphabet I could only give 
her the universal sign of sympathy— 
pressing her hand. Instantly she lifted 
my hand to her nostrils and held it 
there a long moment. 

It was like a kiss. 

‘She will never forget you,’’ said Mrs. 
Jordan. “Today a teacher returned 
after months of absence. I asked Em- 
ma if she knew her. Emma took the 
teacher’s hand, smelled it and spelled 
her name to me.”’ 

Why should animals monopolize this 
extraordinary development of the odor- 
ific sense? Indians have it sometimes 
and only negligence of a faculty has de- 
prived us of its benefits. Left in silence 
and in darkness this child developed an 
atavistic asset, a directive, safe-guard- 
ing sense, which fostered, will prove of 
inestimable benefit. : 

We had a delightful interview in Su- 
perintendent J. H. Freeman's parlor— 
Emma, Mrs. Jordan and I. The child 
was dressed as you see her in the pic- 
ture. Her face was alight with intell?- 
gence, her fingers ever busy with the 
fingers of her teacher, questioning, com- 
menting, answering. 

Mrs. Jordan claims for her a vocabu- 
lary of between eight hundred and nine 
hundred words, and Supt. Freeman as- 
Serts that the vocabulary of the average 
man is not over one thousand. 

Emma was told that there were ap- 
ples on the table in the room and she 
might have one. 

She went straight as a seeing child 
to the table and returned with an ap- 
ple. Mrs. Jordan, remembering that the 
dinner hour was near, suggested that 
Emma defer eating the apple. With- 
out demur the child restored the apple 
to the plate from which she had taken 
it. 

Presents Ivan Whin a Flower. 

Water Mrs. Hall wrote on a Hall-Braille 
typewriter: ‘‘There is a vase of flowers 
on the table where you found the ap- 
ples. Give one of the flowers to Mr. 
Whin.”’ 

The flowers had been in another part 
of the room, but for convenience of 
direction Mrs. Jordan h moved them 
to the table where the Apples lay. 

Emma read the Braille raised letters 
with her finger tips that touch as light- 
ly as rose leaves fall and then started 
in pursuit of the flowers. She had lost 
the location of the apples, her position 
having been shifted several times, and 
it appeared that she was guided rather 
by scent than memory, for she went 
first to that part of the room in which 
the flowers, almost odorless asters, haa 
been originally. She followed their 
trail to their resting place, extracted a 
blood-red blossom and put it in my 
hand .as certainly as though she saw 
that hand waiting to receive it. 

Emma has not only a Hall-Braille 
typewriter which embosses raised dots 
on thick paper, symbolizing in various 
combinations all the letters, So that 
blind folk can read through. their fin- 
gers, but she also has an ordinary 
typewriter and has learned its. key- 
board. She wrote her name for me and 
fan and apple and plate and watch. It 
is soulless work for her now, this type- 
writing, for it produces no results ap- 
preciable to her. 

She has learned it only becayse Mrs. 
Jordan insisted. She has learned the 
position of each letter on the keyboard 
and you must wait very patiently ainth 
she finds the locality of a letter if you 
want her to do typewriting for you. You 
fee it is all new business, having only 
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EMMA KUBICEK x HER TEACHER.

of Oakmont, Pa. He has sent her @ 
Silver watch without a crystal and she 
is learning to tell time by touching with 
those delicate fingers the exposed hands.

W. Wade is a philanthropist with 
special interest in deaf-blind children. 
In July he gathered at Morgantown, 
N. C., four blind-deaf ones and their 
teachers whose expenses he defrayed 
that they might mingle experiences and 
learn from each other. 

“I shall insist on typewriting,”’ Mrs. 
Jordan said, “and fortunately Emma 
likes it although I don’t know why as 
she can see, feel or smell none of the 
results. I will not teach her to write 
with a pen unless, maybe, her name. 
I don’t see the use of it so long as 
she has a typewriter.” 


Her Teacher’s Advantages. 


The process of teaching Emma _ to 
speak interested me much. She is in- 
tensely interested in this branch of her 
education 

“Her fingers are always at my throat 
or on my lips,"* Mrs. Jordan said. 

She has a keen sense of sound if one 
may say that of a person totally deaf. 
She appreciates vibration induced by an 
organ or a drum and understands rythm 
SO well she has learned to dance the 
two-step and keeps time when there 
is a drum beating in an orchestra or 
band. Her face is a picture of delight 
when she feels as she enters church the 
vibration of the thundering organ. 

In learning to speak she studies the

SUES FOR 3 CENTS 
FOR EACH CONVICT 


St. Louis Shoe Company Seeks 
Lapsed Bonus on Peniten- 
 tiary Contract. 


TRANSFERRED TO OTHERS 


Alléges $1600 Due for Work 
of 225 Prisoners in 
Indiana. 


The Giesecke-D’Oench-Hays Shoe Co. 
of St. Lonis has just filed a sult in 
the Circuit Court of Clark County, Ind, 
at Jeffersonville, to recover profits on 
convict labor, and the petition is said 
to be one of the most complicated ever 
filed in that court. 

The suit involves a bonus of 3 cents 
a day per man on 2% convicts in the 
Indiana reformatory from Sept. 1, 19%, 
to May 1, 1905. 204 days, and judgment is 
asked for $1377 and interest, making a 
total of $1600. Arthur D. Martin, the 
Union Carriage and Rattan Co., and 
the D’Oench-Hays Shoe. Co., which 
later was merged into the plaintiff's 
concern, are the defendants. 

It is alleged that Alvin T. Hirt, then 
Warden of the Indiana State Prison 
South, contracted with J. P. Tarbox on 
Feb. 24, 1896, for the hire of convicts 
at 40 cents per day for a period of 
five years, with a privilege of renewal; 
that Tarbox assigned the lease to the 
Merchants’ Shoe and Leather Co., and 
they in turn to the D’Oench-Hays Shoe 
Co. The latter firm transferred the 
contract May 3, 1992, to Arthur D. Mar- 
oe rn ah Someanons of the 
contrac an ngre to give the 
D’Oench-Hays Shoe Co. 3 cents per 
day additional for ench man. 

Contract Transferred. 

The petition charges that Martin 
transferred the contract to the Uniten 
Carriage and Rattan Co. between June 
15 and Aug. 11, 1902, that payment was 
made under the agreement until Sept. 
1, 1904, but that from that date to 
April 30, 196, nothing was paid. The 
contract involved in the suit is one of 
a number that expire at the Indiana 
Reformatory next July, at which time 
the inmates now under this lease will 
be placed in trade schools under the 
Indiana reform laws. 

William .d’Oench Jr., President of the 
Giesecke-D’Oench-Hays Shoe Co.. said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that the suit was brought to col- 
lect from Martin the amount due un- 
der contract as set forth in the peti- 
tion. The matter had been placed in 
the hands of a Jeffersonville attorney, 
and this was the first intimation the 
firm had that the suit had been 
brought. The sole defendant in the 
cause, he said, was Martin, the others 
being named only because of their con- 
nection with the case in the several 
transfers of the original contract.

A close friend of the Governor, 
thoroughly conversant with all the facts 
‘n the case, said the attorneys for Mr. 
Herrick believed they had obtained 
the evidence that would be required to 
insure not only indictments but also 
conviction, and added that the informa- 
tions obtained would soon be placed be- 


‘fore the grand jury. 


Judge Sloan, with whom the Lee wom- 
in conferred in Columbus on Monday, 
has issued this statement: 


“So far I have no professional rela- 
tions with Mrs. Lee. To my mind the 
woman is perfectly sincere in the mat- 
ter, and I do not believe she will ever 
cease to press what she says is her 
just claim against Gov. Herrick. She 
had plenty of money with her and was 
perfectly willing to pay me to make an 
investigation of her charges against the 
Governor, but after we had talked the 
matter over I advised her to consult 
with her son-in-law in Chicago before 
she took any decided step in the matter.

- by the University and the town authorities. There 
hag been a thorough investigation to find and re- 
move all possible causes of disease. The drinking 
water has been analyzed and only the sources of 
pure water are in use. The town and university 
grounds have been subjected to thorough inspec- 


_ tion and cleansing. 


The Board of Curatofg-and the officers .of the 
University seem to be alive to their responsibili- 
* ties and have taken precautions to safeguard the 
" hea@ith of the students entrusted to their care.

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JAPAN’S NAVAL DISASTER. 

Japan’s misfortunes have come with the making 
of peace. The destruction of the Mikasa, Togos 
powerful flagship, which survived the brunt of the 
naval battles of the war, with the loss of many of 
her officers and men and of those who attempted to 
rescue them, is a terrible blow. Whether the ca- 
tastrophe was caused by accident or design, it 1s not 
only appalling, but disturbing; for the one would in- 
dicate a fatal lapse from the care and discipline 
which has characterized the Japanese Navy, and the 
other a temper of mind on the part of the~ Japa- 
nese fighting men which bodes ill for the peace and 
welfare of the nation. 

Knowing the original Japanese view and code of 
action, the suspicion is forced upon the mind thai 
the destruction of the vessel and the crew may have 
been a sacrificial protest against’ terms of peace 
regarded as humiliating to a _ victorious aavy. 
Under the old Japanese code the individual pro- 
test against wrong was suicide; the protest agains‘ 
wrongdoing on the part of public men was asbassi- 
nation and suicide. Has the code survived the 
brief schooling in Western ideas, to reappear in 
the costly sacrifice of warships and naval men? 

Of course, this is surmise. It may have been 
accident, and if. an accident the explanation will be 
sought with profound interest. With the care and 
discipline organized through the strenuous activi- 
ties of war, how could so destructive an accident 
occur? How could a fire gain such headway on a 
well-guarded ship? 

Bemoaning the fate of the Bennington and the 
fact of its destruction, we can no longer point to 
the Japangpe Navy as an example of disaster-proof 
watchfulness and skill. Japan has weak spots. 

But in her misfortune, even more than in her 
triumphs, Japan has the sympathy of the public.

NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION

NEW YORK, Sept. 13—Anent the 
John D. Reckefeller interview printed 
in the Post-Dispatch on Tuesday the 
World remarks: ‘“‘By a process of self- 
hypnotism Mr. Rockefeller has become 
convinced of his ‘infinite patience and 
courage and honesty.’ He says that 
these qualities ‘compel men to have 
confidence in you.’ He is no hypocrite, 
for a hypocrite is conscious of his false 
pretensions. Mr. Rockefeller has no 
Gualms of conscience. It is not likely 
that his financial success would have 
been so remarkable if he had. He re- 
gards himself as a pattern to the young, 


his career as one to be imitated. 

“If Mr. Rockefeller’s mental  per- 
spective were not distorted, if his great 
abilities had been only dfrected in 
channels of public usefulness he would 
not have to satisfy his human cravings 
for public approval by an appeal to 
posterity. The present regard of the 
people would be his reward.” 


“We dare say there is less astonish- 
ment among Russian officials than they 
pretend over the discovery of the fact 
that a secret and systematic supplying 
of arms to people in Finland is going 
on. Certainly the Finns wear the Rus- 
sian yoke with less meekness than 
other races which are subject to the 
Romanoffs by conquest,” says the 
Press. ° 

“When he is standing up against a 
man who is armed and equipped to 
fight back the Russian agent of tyr- 
anny has not proved himself very for- 
midable, as we have seen in Manchuria, 
In Finland, when revolution is sweep- 
ing the extent of the empire, we shall 
learn, we suspect, that the Japanese 
are not the only people who can fight 
the half-hearted spirit of the grand 
ducal military with success.”’

Discussing Pagan and Christian mobs 
the Sun writes: ‘“‘The theory put for- 
ward by superficial observers of the 
Japanese that they are a people apart 
from influences of passion is disposed 
of effectually by the Tokio riots, It 
never had any justification. 

“The mob at Tokio is reported to have 
burned Christian churches; but the 
burning of Christian churches by mobs 
is not a peculiarly Pagan method of ex- 
pressing popular exasperation. It was 
one of the incidents of the Know Noth- 
ing agitation in this country 6 years 
ago. For example, two Roman Catho- 
lic Churches were destroyed by a native 
American mob in Philadelphia. 

‘The not surprising excitement at To- 
kio simply proves anew that the whole 
world of human nature is akin, Pagan 
and Christian. As compared with Chris- 
than mobs, as for example of the draft 
riots in New York during” the Civil 
War, the Pagan Japanese of Tokio seem 
to have been less hysterical, less brutal, 
and less bloodthirsty. Simultaneously 
with the Tokio dispatches telling of the 
riots there came the report of the 
burning at the stake of a negro in 
Texas, by a mob of 2000 Christians.” 


“M. Witte is not the Russian autoc- 
racy,’ explains the Evening World, and 
it continues: “He can make no pledges 
which irresponsible whims elsewhere 
may not break or disavow.

Miss Roosevelt Said to Have 
Leaped in Swimming Pool 
as Dare to Escort.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Miss Alice 
Roosevelt’s friends assert that the 
Story from Honolulu that she jumped 
into a swimming tank on the steamship 
Manchuria as a dare is absurd and im- 
pertinent. 

As telegraphed here from San Fran- 
cisco, where the story was prinied in 
the Examiner, it ruhs this way. 

“lt was a hot morning a day after 
the Manchuria had left Nagasaki fo! 
Maniila.- On this articular morning 
Miss Roosevelt stoba near the tank, hat 
off, but swith a pretty silk parasol io 
protect her from the sun's — ae 
was wearing a dainty white silk waist 
and a creamy colored skirt, also si.k. 
On her feet were slippers of tan. 

‘**Mr. Longworth,’ she remarked to 
that Representative, according to the 
siory brought by the Sheridan, ‘If you 
will.take a plunge, dressed as you ace 
I will follow suit.’ 

“But Mr. Longworth was not in a 
gallant humor that morning. Arrayed 
in a blue coat, flannel trousefs and 
white duck shoes, he surveyed with 
satisfaction the water, looked at the 
daring girl and shrugged his shoulders 
by way of objection. 

“‘Well, if you don’t dare, I do’ was 
Miss Roosevelt's remark, and before the 
dozen or more members of the Taft 
party who were on the scene couid 
make an exclamation of surprise, Miss 
Roosevelt had tossed her parasol aside, 
and dressed as she was, leaped into the 
tank.

‘Hears Eloquent Lawyer Make | 


Debasing Accusations 
Against Her, 


WOOSTER, O., Sept. 13.—‘*The press of 
this country is always fair and often 
leans to the woman's side. The papers 
will stand by a woman if she is virtu- 
ous, and if they take sides against a 
woman she must have sunken low, in- 


deed. I did not know, Your Honor, that 
public sentiment in favor of the plain- 


tiff was so universal as to fill the col- 
umns of every paper in the country with 
the one exception as stated by Judge 
Smyser. 

“I don’t want the idea to go out that 
this trial is an indictment of the Amer- 
ican army, for it is an exceptional case, 


and most of the men in the army will 
compare favorably with the best men in 
other walks of life.’’ 

This was the peroration of the plea of 
Attorney Steriing, counsel for Capt. 
Taggart, in his suit for divorce. 

Tne arraignment of the fair defend- 
ant was one gf the most bitter and 
scathing any woman has ever been 
compeiied to face. Within a. few feet of 
the jittle Woman stood the eloquent at- 
torney using every trick of his trade 
to convince the court of her guilt.

ANGRY AT ROOSEVELT, 


Virginia Republicans Say He Has De- 


stroyed Chance.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—President 
Roosevelt is being severely criticised by 
Virginia Republicans who declare he 
has destroyed the slim chance the party 
had of carrying that State in the au- 
tumn elections.

It was stated at the time the 
department would hold up the appoint- 
ment of a successor to Judge Lewis 
until after the State elections in Vir- 
ginia and reappoint Judge Lewis if he 
were ‘defeated in the gubernatorial race. 

The President's appointment of Talley 
comes as a complete surprise.
